held at Everett on 
Wednesday.

Bloody Run,"- was 


the centre of attrac- 
tion for the eastern 
part of B e d f o r d 
county. 


In the Providence 


township 
w h i c h 


sent so many soldiers to the civil war 
they turned out to a man. Ray's Hill G. 
A. R. Post, the largest organization of 
the kind in the county, together with 
the order of Sons of Veterans, were con- 
spicuous among the organizations pres- 
ent. This alone is sufficient to show 
the loyalty of the eastern part of our 
county to our country and a renewing 
of those ties formed while marching 
side by side during the civil war. Sol- 
diers were there from every part of 
Bedford county and from Huntingdon 
and Fulton. 


On this occasion, seemingly, the 


people lay aside the cares of the day 
and hurry to the spot -where the 
soldiers are encamped with the hope 
that they may catch the inspiration of 
the hour and have an opportunity to 
follow those battle-scarred veterans 
through the hardships of a soldier's 
life in war or to listen to some anec- 
dote in order that they may better ap- 
preciate the history made by that four 
years' struggle. 


At half past one o'clock the Grand 


Army of the Republic, headed by a 
drum corps, marched to Firemen's Hall, 
where the exercises were held. The 
association was called to order by 
Capt. Isaiah Conley, of Schellsburg, 
president of the organization, who 
stated that a book would be passed 
among the soldiers present for them 
to record their names and that an 
effort will be made to get a list of all 
the old soldiers of the county. The 
national hymn, "America," was then 
sung, after which the chaplain, Rev. 
W. R. Whitney, offered a prayer. 


The address of welcome, on behalf 


of Josiah Baughman Post, G. A. R., 
was made by Prof. H. L. Rinehart, 
principal of the Everett schools, and 
was responded to by Rev. W. R. Whit- 
ney, of Huntinifdon county. The Ev- 
erett Male Quartetsang "Hurrah,Boys, 
Hurrah," after which Miss Letitia 
Whitney, daughter of Rev. W. R. 
Whitney, gave a very pleasant and en- 
tertaining recitation relating incidents 
of the civil war. Judge J. H. Long- 
enecker, of Bedford, made an inter- 
esting address.

On Tuesday and Wed- 


nesday the tenth annual 
convention of the Juniata 
District Epworth League 
was held in the Metho- 


dist Episcopal church at Bedford. 


About seventy-five delegates, includ- 


iog pastors and visitors from a dis- 
tance, were in attendance, all of whom 
seemed to have come for a purpose, 
and that for the better equipment for 
their work in the inspiration to be 
derived from mutual help and encour- 
agement through varied experiences. 
A committee of energetic Junior and 
Senior Epworthians met the delegates 
at the station, from which they repair- 
ed to the church, where there was an 
assignment to homes. Promptly at 2 
o'clock the convention proper was call- 
ed to order, with Rev. J. R. Dunkerly, 
of Huntingdon, presiding. J. T. Paint- 
er, of Hopewell, acted as recording 
secretary. The church was tastefully 
decorated with palms, ferns and cut 
lowers, which tended much toward 
making the church homelike and the 
delegates feel their coming was antici- 
pated with pleasure by the local chap- 
ter 


With spirited music, under the di- 


rection of Prof. Conn, of Spruce Hill, 
with Miss Lulu Hartley at the organ, 
the convention opened with prayer by 
Hev. W. J. Sheaffer, of Three Springs. 
Throughout 
the seasons of prayer 


during the entire sessions the hearty 
"Amens" were not an unusual occur- 
rence and the spirit of power was 
manifest. 


Following the opening devotional 


exercises, conducted by Rev. F. E. 
Purcell, of Wolfsburg—which service 
consisted in scriptural reading, prayer 
and singing—organization was effected 
and committees on nominations and 
credentials were appointed, Rev, E. 
AI. Stevens being appointed chairman 
of the former and Rev. W. C. Charlton 
of the latter. 


To tell all of the good things said 


and done would be impossible in so 
limited a space, but be it said to the 
credit of all participants no inferior 
grade of work, either 
written or 


spoken, was manifest, but all papers 
read showed careful preparation and 
were most practical. In thb absence 
of X. C. Beck, of Huntingdon, Miss 
Hooper substituted by reading a paper 
on the topic, "What can I do to make 
the convention a success and how can 
I get the best personal results ?" The 
writer advised laymen to depend more 
upon themselves than upon the min- 
isters in convention work. "The great 
need is a little faith in a great God." 
Too much self-dependence rather than 
dependence on the Higher power.

failures as well as successes, as they 
are often a blessing in disguise. Bur- 
dens often become pinions. Best re- 
sults come from regular attendance at 
meetings.

After singing, G. B. Keim, of Lewis- 


town, ably discussed the subject, "Liv- 
ing our motto,1' laying special stress 
upon personal experience as the best 
teacher; testimony in League; Golden 
Rule practice in oui1 every day living; 
Holy Ghost power necessary in lift- 
ing up the fallen." 


Following the foregoing subjects 


there was a free interchange of thought 
on the convention work general and 
the subject was introduced by Rev. 
Dr. Hinkle, of Everett, who resolved 
the question into, "What can I get 
versus what can I give?" In few words 
he showed that convention was not 
theory work, but intended to be a 
revelation of experiences. The speaker 
encouraged the discouraged one to 
tell his story, assuring them their 
experience would be helpful to some 
one. 
Further remarks were made by 


W S. Lysinger, of Bedforfl, and Mrs. 
U. C. Pardoe, of Renovo. 


The subject of "The mission of Meth- 


odism and how the Epworth League 
can help to fulfil it" was handled in 
a masterly manner by Rev. W. C. Charl- 
ton, who emphasized the importance 
of seeking the springs of the church's 
existence, noting the mentil, moral 
and spiritual condition of the time of 
Wesley and contrasting these condi- 
tions with the present, after that the 
power of religious awakening came. 
Pessimism is not a part of the speak- 
er's life, and his words were those of 
great encouragement and hope of the 
future. God with us, a converted people, 
soul-saving crews are hastening the 
time of the Millennial season. 
The 


speaker opposed the kitchen work in 
•church taking 
place of the altar. 


An Epworthian should be a converted 
man; 
know what he believes; witness 


by word and life, thoroughly conse- 
crated to God and His work. 


During the Free Parliament which 


followed Rev. Purcell and Rev. Stevens 
made short remarks, after which there 
was music and the introduction of 
Rev. 
M. L. Smyser, of 
Bellefonte, 


father of the local Epworth chapter. 
Rev. Smyser spoke for a few moments 
on the possibilities of the 
Epworth 


have difficulties to meet; we have du- 
ties to perform; we have opportunities 
to improve to which our forefathers 
were entire strangers. 
While princi- 


ples nrver change there are new ap- 
plications of those principles and new 
agencies are to be employed. 
We 


must keep step with the march of 
events and in touch with other forces. 
One of the changes we must recog- 
nize is that the isolated life which our 
forefathers lived is gone. They lived 
within a narrow sphere which was 
practically all the world to them. 


"We are thrown into the current of 


world-wide movements. 
We stand 


with hands on the ends of the earth. 
One act may reach in its influence 
around the world. Our world has no 
horizon. 
Every man of the race is 


our 
neighbor. 
We fail to get a 


just conipreher-sion of the effect this 
ought to have on our lives and work. 
We ough t to be in bvery agency that 
lightens human woe and be a helpful 
friend to every person who is striving 
for better things 
In this changed 


relation, organization is a necessity. 
In the business v.crld we meet with 
corporations, combines and trusts. 
Though we cry out against them, yet 
they are here dojng^a necessary thing 
though possibly in a wrong way. The 
world of evil about us is fully organ- 
ized, hence the dutv of the church is 
to organiz0 and Combine by massing 
its forces for the overthrow of evil and 
the advancement of Christianity in the 
world. The organization of the Ep- 
worth League makes each one of yon 
feel that you touch shoulder with a 
vast army of young people and feel 
the thrill of an augmented host. This 
organization stands in intimate rela- 
tion to the Thank-Offering movement 
which is judged to be for the glory of 
God and the good of men as wide as 
the cause of Christ and humanity—by 
the concentration of the whole church 
in one great effort to advance the 
kingdom of Christ. 


"This movement allies itself to the 


whole nature of mar:—in a great re- 
ligious awakening—to bring two mill- 
ion souls to Christ in philanthropic 
effort to ameliorate the condition of 
the suffering in hospitals and other 
institutions where the best medical 
and surgical skill and the best attend- 
ance of trained nurses may be given 
gratuitously to patients unable to pay. 
To do this requires large endowments. 
In educational work that is moving in 
harmony with the spirit of the age, 
we need to place our educational insti- 
tutions financially where they can 
give their best to the youths of Meth- 
odism. Not by large contribution from 
an individual so much as the willing 
contributions of the mrtuy, including 
children and young people. 


"The purpose of an education is not 


to fit a young man for some particular 
profession 
but to develop manlwod 


(which is the most valuable thing on 
earth.) Manhood, with mind and con- 
science trained, and the country is safe 
without a soldier or a battleship, and 
the church, with the blessing of God, 
will accomplish its mission." 


At the close of the lecture a rich lit- 


erary treat was in store for the conven- 
tion, which adjourned to the lecture 
room below for ent<_rtaiiiment.

cipal features of the programme, each 
part of which was faultless in its ren- 
dition.

The Juniors 
presented the entire company with 
buttonhole bouquets as they entered the 
room of entertainment A most pleas- 
ant time was spent socially before 
joining heartily in singing the battle 
song, "Loyalty to Christ," after which 
the benediction was pronounced and 
the company separated.

who would otherwise

away. Young people need an outlet 
for the teeming fancies of their brains 
and the Epworth League may become 
a kind of safety valve for these 
through 
properly 
directed 
effort. 


Local needs should be considered. No 
one method suits every locality. Keep 
everybody busy; make the church 
home attractive; meet often for mutual 
helpfulness; encourage development 
of latent talent; let the worker get in 
touch with the Christ and the Holy 
Spirit and the battle is won ! Hon. J. 
R. Miller, of Kansas, was introduced to 
the convention and in his pleasant 
manner made a short address which 
was full of inspiration to the worker.

Yesterday afternoon the convention, by 


acclamation, nominated William McKinley, 
of Ohio, for president and Theodore Roose- 
velt, of New York, for vice president. 


Situation Serious. 


Reports from China,although meager 


and conflicting, have arroused the 
civilized world to the grave crisis that 
is impending in the far east. It is re- 
ported that the "Boxers" have mur- 
dered a German official, but the rumor 
has not been verified. Many native 
Christians have been killed. 
The 


government troops are in sympathy 
with the "Boxers." On Sunday the 
Taku forts attacked the foreign war- 
ships stationed there. 
After eight 


hours' fighting the allied fleet cap- 
tured the forts. Twenty-one foreign- 
ers were killed; the Chinese loss was 
heavy. A London paper states that 
China declared war against the world 
when she fired upon the international 
fleet. The 32 warships at Taku ag- 
gregated 200,000 tons and carried more 
than 300 guns. 


The powers took prompt 
action. 


Four thousand German troops have 
been ordered to China, 10,000 French 
troops are waiting to embark at 
Saigon, capital 
of French 
Cochin 


China, 5,000 more Russians have been 
ordered from Port Arthur to Taku. 
Additional warships, too, have been 
ordered to Taku. The United States 
will send 'the Oregon, Princeton and 
Marietta and the Newark will go to 
Manila from England. 
England and 


France are both 
increasing their 


Chinese fleets. Colonel Liscum, who 
is in command of the Ninth United 
States infantry, ordered to China, has 
been instructed to go to Pekin if he 
has to fight his way. 


Yesterday's papers stated that the 


mixed force of marines reached Pekin 
on Sunday and that the legations 
were safe.

Arrested On the Charge of Passing 


Counterfeit Nickels, 


BAD HALF D O L L A R S 


Were Found In His Possession When lie 


Waa laken Into Custody By Secret 


Service Men. 


Some time ago THE GAZBTTE an- 


nounced that counterfeit nickels were 
in circulation in Bedford and a week 
later another paper here made a simi- 
lar announcement. But before either 
journal called attention to the matter 
a certain citizen who had collected 
some of the spurious coin sent it, with 
a letter, to W. J. Flynn, secret service 
operative, treasury department, Wash- 
ington, with headquarters at Pitts- 
burg. In 
the communication Mr. 


Flynn was urged to inaugurate an in- 
vestigation for the purpose of discov- 
ering the counterfeiter. A correspond- 
ence between the two men^ollowed 
and finally Mr. Flynn decided .to comj? 
to Bedford. He and Secret Service 
Agent L. W. Gammon arrived here on 
Friday. They were so thoroughly 
conversant with the case that on the 
day of their arrival Mr. Flynn made 
information before United States Com- 
missioner James- C. Russell against 
Thomas N. Imler, charging him with 
passing counterfeit nickel coin. Sat- 
urday morning Imler was arrested on 
a warrant issued by the commissioner 
and committed to jail, bail being de- 
manded in the sum of 81,000. In the 
afternoon bail, in the said sum, was 
given by Imler, his sureties being his 
father, John S. Imler, and his cousin, 
County Treasurer John W. Imler, for 
his appearance at a hearing before the 
commissioner next Tuesday, June 20, 
at 1:30 p. m. 


When Imler was arrested he was 


searched 
and on his person were 


found three counterfeit half dollars, 
which may be the ground for another 
charge against him—passing counter- 
feit silver coin—it being classed as a 
separate offense from 
the one for 


which he was arrested. 
Saturday 


afternoon Philip Beetle, of Bedford 
township, who bad baen with Imler, 
was called into the Grand Central 
hotel by the detectives, who wanted 
to ascertain if he had any counterfeit 
money given him by Imler. 
No 


spurious coin was found in his pos- 
session. 


The secret service men procured 


a search warrant on Friday,and Satur- 
day morning, after arresting Iinler, 
drove to his home near Imlertown to 
see if he had any appliances there for 
manufacturing counterfeit money, but 
they found nothing of that nature. 
They afterward visited various places 
in Bedford and ascertained that Imler 
had bought plaster oi paris, lead, wash 
for polish, etc. The counterfeit coins 
in circulation here are said to be fairly 
good imitations of the genuine article. 


Imler is a stone mason and is well 


known throughout the county. He is 
about forty-five years old, is married 
and has several children.

allowed to taks advantage of educa- 
tional opportunities in Connecticut, 
Wisconsin and Oregon, if their parents 
so desire. In thirteen other states of 
the Union, including Pennsylvania, 
the minimum age of valuntary atten- 
dance is five years. 


Light is thrown upon this interest- 


ing subject by a study of the growth 
and developement of the mind organ 
in children. In this line the most im- 
portant work has been done by Dr. 
W. W. Johnson, a distinguished phy- 
sician of Washington, who calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the human brain 
attains practically its full 
weight 


when the individual is only about 
eight years of age. At birth the brain 
weighs approximately a pound, but 
its develoyment is so rapid that at the 
end of the first year it would tip the 
scale at 3 1-2 pounds. 
At four years 


it has reached nearly three pounds, 
but from that time on its growth is 
comparatively slow. 
Attaining 
to 


what is to all intents and purposes its 
full size at eight years it does not alter 
appreciably after twelve years, and 
after twenty four years it begins to 
diminish slowly but steadily '.a avoir- 
dupois. 


These facts, obviously, have a very 


important bearing upon questions of 
school training. So far as brain devel- 
opment is concerned, tlie first eight 
years are by far the most important of 
a child's life, the main growth of the 
organ taking place during that period. 
It is evident that the statute attained 
eventually by the mind depends large- 
ly upon the perfection of brain-growth 
during this epoch. Dr. Johnson urges 
that education ought not to begin du- 
ring this period of brain-growth, and 
that children that are sent to school 
before they are S years of age are 
threatened with serious injury. Also, 
he contends, in view of the facts above 
stated regarding brain development, 
instruction during the first years 
should not be too exacting or too stim- 
ulating. Precocity ought to be cheek- 
ed, furthermore, and not fostered.

The Balloon In War. 


The position that a balloon must oc- 


cupy to insure the complete safety of 
its staff has been quite accurately de- 
termined by experiments 
It is evi- 


dent that there are two factors—eleva- 
tion and distance In round numbers 
it may be said that a balloon is abso- 
lutely safe at a distance of four miles 
ind at a height of 2,000 feet. With 
every mile that the balloon is brought i 
nearer to the enemy's batteries it is 
necessary to materially increase the

brought from sunny Italy, from Prance 
and from Vermont. 


F. E. Spiuuer was treasurer when 


the room was built. W. H. West was 
chief clerk, and A. B. Mullett was the 
supervising architect. 
Hugh McOul- 


loch was secretary of the treasury, and 
his assistants were W. B. Chandler 
aud J. F. Ilartly. This information is 
proclaimed by two marble slabs placed 
above the doors. All the marble is 
without doubt the most magnificent 
that could be obtained. 
One of the 


squares, however, Is particularly re- 
markable. It is'a beautiful specimen 
of black Vermont marble. 
A crack 


runs through the middle of this square, 
the most remarkable one In the whole 
room. On it, as though drawn by an 
artist, is a picture of Queen Victoria, a 
full life sized figure of an old Quaker- 
ess and the head and shoulders of a 
French soldier, with his little round 
cap set jauntily on the side of his 
head, fastened with a cord that runs 
down the side of the face ancl under 
the chin. 


The discovery of the faces and fig- 


ures on the marble was made by Mes- 
senger W. R. Elliott. One day, while 
scaled In front of the square, he was 
startled by the Hues of alternate black 
and white forming the figure of the old 
Quakeress. A full side view of the old 
woman is shown. The traditional poke 
bonnet Is pictured, a shawl covers the 
slightly drooped shoulders, and the 
hands are folcleil complacently In front 
of the body. It needs no steady gaze 
to bring out the picture. It is as per- 
fect as though drawn by a master 
band. 


The face of Queen Victoria Is also 


remarkably true to life. 
It requires 


no effort of imagination to draw out 
the contour of her face. Only the pro- 
file ancl a small portion of the shoul- 
clcis are displayed. The face of Queen 
Victoria ou the marble has given the 
officials no end of amusement. Several 
yeais uiro, while a number of young 
English women who had visited this 
country for the purpose of attending a 
Christian Endeavor convention were 
being taken Uirough the treasury de- 
partment, they were shown the face of 
their beloved queen. They were great- 
ly amazed at the likeness, aacl many 
exclamations of love and veneration 
were expressed. 
While admiring the 


queer designing of nature one of The 
young women declared that the Eng- 
lish government should purchase the 
marble square. 


The picture of the French soldier Is 


shown in the lower right hand corner 
of the square. The figure is half life 
size and Is in profile, like the other two. 
The shoulders are thrown back just as 
they are drawn by famous French 
military ai lists. 
Nothing could be 


more truly drawn than the round cap 
which is set half over the left ear. 
There are other faces and figures to bo 
found on the square. Dogs, birds and 
countless grotesque figures can easily 
bo traced by following the 
lines.—

J\~K\\ YORK, Juno J!) —We have been 


ID a state of feverish excitement all 
the week, with our troubles at home 
and the bid news from abroad, al- 
though nineteen hundred promises to 
b; one o£ the the most successful years, 
commercially, that our country has 
seen since the foundation of our gov- 
ernment; our crops have been phenom- 
enal and prices, which, in a similar 
state of affairs in former years, would 
have resulted in a ruinous decline, had 
the very opposite effect. 
Prices have 


gone up, up, up, until it seems to be 
the best illustration of the successful 
flying machine; there is no need now 
for the farmer in Illinois and Minne- 
sota burning his corn crop for fuel 
while the hungry millions of Europe 
are clamoring for hot corn bread and 
hoe cake. The most marked feature 
of our great prosperity is the taxing 
of our agricultural and manufacturing 
energies to their utmost power of in- 
crease; it is not altogether due to home 
demand. Something must be wrong 
in the dominions of the czar when this 
proud and ' self-sufficient ruler, who 
believes that the sun rises in his gar- 
den and sets in his back yard, sends to 
Paterson, 2J. J., for a hundred loco- 
motive's and lodges another order for 
many millions of those murderous pro- 
jectiles, which have completely revo- 
lutionized the art of war. It was only 
a week or two ago that I read that the 
Boers, with one of their Long Toms, 
tired into a British camp, six miles 
away, killing sixteen at a single shot. 


Perhaps while on this subject I 


would respectfully suggest to Presi- 
dent McKinley, if he has any spare 
change, it ought to be worth his while 
to buy a Long Tom and keep it to 
loan out to the peaceful members of 
our family whenever they get into a 
scrimmage like that which now makes 
St. Louis such a delightful place to 
live in. And I would further suggest 
on the way from Washington to Mis- 
souri that they pass within six miles 
of Jackson, and just to see how the old 
thing works, take a pop at the gover- 
nor. 
He is a man of peace and Long 


Tom has been christened the piece- 
maker. That is to say, he will knock 
a riotous crowd into more pieces 
than there are grains of sand on the 
seashore or stars in the milky way. 
Xow, there is your chance, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure. Of course, Mr. President, 
you must have a battle cry inscribed 
on your gonfalon to rally your forces 
in the hour of deadly trial. 1 would 
have suggested that divine inspiration 
of the greatest soldier of our civil war, 
"Let us have peace." That prayer is 
at this time foremost in every good 
citizen's mind and is deeply engraven 
on the heart of every American who 
loves his country. 
But if we can't 


have peace, then let us have the next 
best thing, and with Long Tom to help 
us, let us have pieces, and I have no 
doubt but Long Tom, stuffed to the 
muzzle with dynamite, creosote, inelo- 
nite and two or three dozen other 
cussed smelling things, with a quarter 
of a ton of broken old bottles thrown 
in, would do more to restore p -ace 
than all the militia between St. Louis 
and Chicago. 


While not attended with such disas- 


trous effect, we have our own troubles 
right here at home—just at this time 
we have ice on the brain. The doctors 
say that it is a good place to put it 
when your physical thermometer reg- 
isters 1^0 degrees in the shade. Our 
honored mayor does not need ice ap- 
plied in that way. Yet he loves, like 
the sensible man that he is, ice stock 
purchased at less than a hundred dol- 
lars a share and rises like Fleisehman's 
infallible yeast in a minute and a ha.f 
to one hundred and fifty dollars a 


guide, with the simple trustfulness of 
children. One ol the most remarkable 
evidences of the power he held and 
the love that blessed his latter days 
Tas evidenced at the celebration of 
the fortieth year of liis ministry. 
The 


txvroises on that occasion were par- 
ticipated in by many of the most 
eminent citizens. At a certain point 
of 
the evening's entertainment Dr. 


Storrs, who was seated on the plat- 
form, was asked by the chairman to 
rise and step forward. The congrega- 
tion felt that something was going to 
happen, but what that something was 
even the great preacher himself didn't 
know. The chairman, addressing the 
Rev. 
Doctor, referred to 
hundreds 


of the congregation as having been 
born within 
his 
ministry. These, 


grown to mature age, were infants 
that he had baptized and as the young 
men and women grew in grace and 
wisdom under his teaching he had 
married them in the due course of 
years. 
When the grandparents and 


parents were called away he stood by 
the bedside of the dying and gave such 
spiritual consolation as only Christ's 
servant could give- On that occasion 
occurred one of the most interesting 
affairs in his whole life. In closing 
his address, after complimenting the 
doctor on his splendid work, the chair- 
man remarked that, considering the 
benefit the church had derived from 
his services, that he had nnt received 
a worthy compensation and at a meet- 
ing of his friends it was resolved to 
increase his salary one thousand dol- 
lars a year, to date from the com- 
mencement of his ministry, and there- 
fore he handed him a certified check 
for 840,000. The doctor, strong as he 
was and experienced in facing large 
congregations of men under the most 
trying circumstances, for the first 
time in his life seemed completely 
overcome. lie tried to speak, but the 
words refused to come. The tears 
gathered in the great pastor's eyes and 
there was more eloquence in thai 
silent tribute of tears than in a thou- 
sand speeches, 
though written 
in 


letters of gold. He came from a race 
of great speakers. 
Father, 
grand- 


father, great grandfather, dating back 
one hundred and fifty years 
The 


grand old soldier, the dear friend, 
the beloved pastor was called to his 
reward and among the thousands who 
mourned his loss there was not one 
who would call him hack. 


At the closing days of the ecumenical 


council another great minister—Dr. 
Behrends, of the Central Congrega- 
tional church and a life-long friend of 
thellev. Dr Storrs—was slated for an 
address. 
On that occasion he made 


one of the most remarkable addresses 
that was heard in that grand council. 
It was a startling declaration for a 
disciple of John Calviu to annihilate 
the word creed from all Christian 
service. 
And standing 1here, sur- 


rounded by the missionaries of many 
lands, he declared that he would make 
a vast pile of all these creeds and burn 
them. The announcement was elec- 
trical, and from being a man 
only 


known and loved as a spiritual teach- 
er in a circumscribed area, he sp *ang 
into the front rank of the world's re- 
formers who care little for creeds, but 
to whom Christ is all in all. How 
little could he have dt earned oa that 
occasion, appearing as be was, full of 
life and health, that within ten days 
he would have to answer the Master's 
call and pass through the vale of time 
into the shining portals of eternity. 


The announcement 
that Richard 


Croker is on his way hoTi'1 n.ud would 
lead the faithful hosts to IC-msas City 
is taken as an evidence that Mr. Bryan 
will have a united dc'egation from 
New York.

inches in diameter by 1H inches in 
depth or thickness. It Is in two parts, 
both smooth on the outer side, but elab- 
orately cnginMHl witbin. 
These two 


surfaces are impicbsed upon a lump of 
wax attached in an ingenious way to 
any document to which her majesty as 
sovereign gi\<.'S her royal assent. 
The 


weight of tbe seal is 1S3 ounces. Each 
seal Is engraved during the reign of 
the sovereign whose name it bears, 
and the collection presents a curious 
and accurate epitome of English his- 
tory. 


All loid cl^ancellors have taken the 


greatest care of tbe seals in their 
charge and iia\e contrived recesses 
and elaboiate del Ices, for their s.il'e 
custody. One of them in the reign ol 
Charles II actually slept witb tbe seal 
under bis pillow and by this loving pre- 
caution saved it from thieves who one 
njglit broke into bis bouse and carried 
off the mace brlonsiiiff to tbe bouse ot 
lords and othei uiiuable piopcrty.—

Majestic Architectural Ornaments at the Pan- 


American. 


Pkn-Aneriean • Ex bullion -Buffalo • 


•THE-PROPYLAEA 


The Propylaea at the Pan-American 
^position at Buffalo in 1901 will mark 
le northern boundary of the plaza 
nd the extreme northern limit of the 
rand 
court. 
This elaborate and 


Dutiful architectural ornament will 


erve the purpose of a colossal screen, 
ratting out from the exposition the 
oisy and smoky reminders of the toil 
nd care of our every-day life. 
The 


ropylaea is a magnificent creation, 
reated with fine artistic skill. The 
ombined work is 500 feet long, con- 
sting of two massive arched en- 
rances or gateways at the extreme 
astern and western ends of a long, 
raeefully curved colonnade. 
These 


gateways are 36 feet wide and 54 feet 
high. Two open towers surmount the 
sides of each arch and above the 30 
tall Ionic columns that form the 
colonnade is a pergola or arbor over 
which growing vines will wind their 
delicate tracery of green. Behind the 
colonnade will be the railway station 
reached by a broad promenade. In 
the spaces between the great columns 
statues will be placed, showing their 
outlines distinctly against a back- 
ground of color. 


The electric street railway cars, as 


well as the steam roads, will unload 
many of their passengers at the sta- 
tion opposite the Propylaea which is 


reached from the tracks by a spacious 
subway. The visitor will thus enter 
the grounds through the high arches 
on either hand of the Propylaea and 
obtain at once one of the grand views 
of the great group of exposition build- 
ings. On the right and left oE the 
Propylaea are the midway and the 
stadium; in front the electric tower 
and sunken gardens and court of the 
fountains; the electricity building and 
the agricultural hall are on either 
side; farther along the machinery and 
transportation building and that of 
manufactures and liberal arts; and in 
the distance the temple of music and 
the ethnology building.

Brlcfa Tea, 


Onr endurance would be tested to 


the breaking point were our only re- 
source the brick tea of Tibet, made 
and flavored after the true Tartar 
recipe. This tea, for the convenience 
of porterage on camels, Is made up 
in the form of hard, solid, brlckllke 
lumps, which are supposed to consist 
of the stems and leaves of our ordinary 
tea plant. But In the majority of cases 
brick tea Is merely the offscourings of 
the tea plantation, together with dust 
and 
adulteration 
of endless 
other 


plants. There is little of the crisp, 
curly tea leaves to be found in these 
lumps. 


When tea is to be made, pieces are 


chipped off the bricks and immersed 
in boiling water. The result is a dark, 
strong flavored liquid, with harsh, un- 
pleasant taste. One merit alone it pos- 
sesses—it is undoubtedly stimulating. 
The flavor of the tea is hot improved 
either to our taste by the additions to 
It which the Tartar favors. Instead 
of cream and sugar, mutton fat and 
salt are usually considered the correct 
things to add, and it can readily be 
Imagined that the beverage thus pro- 
duced does not present any particular 
attraction 
to 
Englishmen. — Good

"I make it a rule uevei' to touch a 


stair rail, especially ii> an office block 
or a public building," said a prominent 
physician of this city. "There is no 
doubt in my mind tbat many con- 
tagious diseases

has common sense to back it. People 
who are la good health very seldom use 
the handrail in mounting a flight of 
stairs, but those who are sick or weak 
are quite apt to need its assistance. If 
they happen to have some contagious 
disease, especially some £ortn of ecze- 
ma, the next person wbo comes in con- 
tact with the rail stands an excellent 
chance of catching it. I have treated 
several people for skin disease in my 
private practice who first showed signs 
of the malady on the palms of their 
hands, and I am convinced that stall 
rails were the source of infection.

way, of the readiness with which cer- 
tain forms of eczema may be trans- 
ferred through some such an agency 
as I suggest. 
During the siege of 


Toulon, Napoleon, who was then a 
sublieutenant of artillery, is said to 
have snatched the scabbing rod from 
a clumsy gunner and helped serve the 
piece himself for several rounds.

New York pays its employees by 


check, and each pay day sees a great 
many men with their whole month's 
salary in their hand, but no money. 
Various bankers whose places of busi- 
ness are near the city hall are willing 
to cash the city's checks, but they 
charge a commission, usually 10 cents 
on each S100. 


The proprietor of a saloon near the 


city ball Is willing to cash the checks 
without charging a commission, and on 
pay days his establishment is jammed 
with officials. 
Tic makeb his profit on 


the increased sale of liquids at his bar, 
for no man after having his check cash- 
ed leaves the place without buying a 
drink. 
The proprietor of the estab- 


lishment provides against the city pay 
day by drawing $23,000 fi'om the bank 
and hiring a man to take entire charge 
of the check cashing business. 
Fre- 


quently the entire $25,000 is exchanged 
for checks. 
When this happens, the 


proprietor sends for more money. No 
city employee asks to have his pay 
check cashed and is not accommodat- 
ed, and the extra pay day sales at the 
bar are a considerable feature, of the 
year's trade.—New York Sun.
